Trump charged with 
‘incitement of insurrection’ 


House 
delivers 
2nd historic 
rebuke

The House impeached President 
Donald Trump on Wednesday 
for the second time — a historic, 
bipartisan condemnation of an 
outgoing president whose words 
fueled a deadly insurrection at the 
U.S. Capitol last week. 

Ten Republicans joined all 
Democrats in a 232-197 vote sup- 
porting a single impeachment 
count, “incitement of insurrec- 
tion,” the gravest charge ever 
lodged against a sitting presi- 
dent. The process now moves to 
the Senate, where Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell has indicated 
that a trial won’t begin until 
Trump is out of office. 

“We know that the president 
of the United States incited this 
insurrection, this armed rebellion, 
against our common country,” 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi said on the 
floor. “He must go — he is aclear 
and present danger to the nation 
that we all love.” 

The House moved swiftly to 
impeach Trump exactly one 
week after he delivered a speech 
to supporters in front of the White 
House, vowing never to concede 
and urging them to march to the 
Capitol and stop lawmakers from 
certifying the “rigged election.” 

Amob of violent insurrection- 
ists then marched up the National 
Mall, invading the Capitol in an 
hourslong siege, battering police 
officers and sending lawmakers 
and staff fleeing for their lives. 
Five people were killed, includ- 
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Trump denounces insurrection, 
after getting impeached over it 
The president called on his supporters not to 


engage in violent demonstrations that federal law 
enforcement warns might be brewing.
